I have already made it evident, how much have preferred the Satisfa» 
Rion of My SubjeRs before the moſt ſolid Advantages of the Crown, by 
parting with ſo conſiderable a Branch of its Inheritance; And itis no leſs 
apparent, that [I bave asked no Revenue for My Self, but what I have readi- 
ly ſubjeRed to be Charged tothe Utes of the War. « 
Idid at My Departure give Order for all the Publick Accompts to be 
made ready for Me againſt My Return, and I have Commanded them to 
be laid before the Houſe of Commons 3 by which they will ſee, that the 
real Want of what was neceſſary beyond the Fonds given, and the not 
getting in due time that for which Fonds were Aftigned, have been the 
principal Cauſes why the Army is in ſo much Arrear of their Pay, and the 
CR both for the Navy and the Ordnance, not ſupplyed as they ought to 


Now, as { have neither ſpared My Perſon, nor My Pains, to do you 
all the Good I could ; fol doubt not, but if you will as cheerfully do your 
Parts, it is in your Power to make both Me and your ſelves Happy, and. 
the Nation Great - And on the other hand it is too plain, by what the mm 
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have let you ſee ſo lately, that if the LY War be not profecuted with 

-Vigour, no Nation in the World is expoſed to-greater Danger. 

I hope therefore, there will need no_ more upon that SubjeQ, than to 
Lay before you, Gentlemen of the Houſe of Commons, the State of what 
will be Neceſſary for the Support of the Fleet and Armies; which cannot 
poſſibly admit of being Kefſen'd.in the. Year enſuing and to Recommend 
to your Care the Clearing of My Revenue, fo as to. Enable Me to Subſiſt, 
and to Maintain the Charge of the Civil Liſt;the Revenue being ſo engaged, 

-_ that it muſt be wholly Apply'd, after the Firſt of November next, to Pay. 
off the Debts already Charged upon it : and therefore a-preſent Conſider- 
ation muſt be had of the Arrears of the Army which ſhall likewiſe be laid 
: before-you, and for all which1 muſt defire'a ſufficient and timely Supply, 
It is further Neceſlary to inform you, That the whole Support of the 
Confederacy abroad, will abſolutely depend upon the Speed and Vigour 
of your Proceedings in this Seſſion. - | = 
And here I muſt take Notice, with great SatisfaQtian, of the Readineſs 
. which My SubjeRts of all-Degreeshaye ſhewn both in this City, and in their 
ſeveral. Countries, by giving their Aſſiftances ſo cheerfully as they did in 
My Abſence, while the French Fleet was upon Our Coaſts, And beſides 
this ſo convincing Mark of the good Inclinations of My People, I have found 
through all the Countreys where I paſſed, both at My going into Ireland, 
and in My return from thence, fuch Demonſtrations oftheir Aﬀe&ion, that 
I have not the leaſt Doubt, but I ſhall find the ſame from their Repreſen- 
tatives in Parliament, | | 

I cannot conclude without taking notice alſo, how much the Honour of 
the-Nation has been expoſed by the ill Conduat of My Fleet tbe laſt 
Sammers Engagement againſt the [French ; And Ithink My Self fo tal 
concern'd to {eeit vindicated, that I cannot reſt ſari HKll an Example 
has been made of ſuch as ſhall be fannd faulty: theif Examination and 
Tryal, which was not praQicablewhile'the whole Fleet was abroad, but is 
now put into the proper way©f being done as ſoon as may be,
